Somowlioro 1 have, filed 
away, tlio first is.siio of tliis invalnablo compond of 
lurf loro -tlio initial “Amorican Sportintt .Manual,” 
as it was ilion callod. and in comparison witli tlio 
present work a ‘‘small and early” indeed. For the 
original idea of tlie Manual and its ;;rudual de- 
velopment to its present status we have Kacint; 
Form to thunk, rersonally I find it indispensaide. 

‘l‘lo*re are certain sta tions of tlie Miinuul to wliich 
each of its readers will involuntarily turn oftenest. 
as eai-li individiiars taste and fanc.v dictate. For 
lay part I find my attraction oftenest excited b.v 
that series of tables which oi>ens niton page 
of tlie new work, entitled “tJreat Money - WinninB 
Morses of America. Kngland and .\iistralia.” It has 
a lliousand different anKles of interest and allure 
for me. 1 find it. in fact, of inexhaustible fas- 
cination — and eacli issue of tlie Manual, after I have 
laid it at liami for a wliile. has a liubit of o|tening 
and staying open at this particular sisit. 

•V whole liook — and a liig one, every page packed 
with interest -could easily lie written arounil any 
one of tliese tallies. Take, for iustaiu*e. Mr. W. S. 
Vosbtirgli. tlie most graceful and competent of all 
writers for tlu* American racing press, with whose 
work I have Iwen familiar ever since he la-came 
of note on the old Spirit of tlie Times somewhere 
around ISStl -wliat an absorbing volume he could 
null out devotisl to his p'.'rsoiial rcmiuisi-eiices of 

the various iiorses in the list of American liig 
winnersi There are few of tlieni worth mention 
that he has not seen perform, and of most of them 
he has an intimate knowledge. It is a real loss to 
Idstoi.v and to stor.v tliat he slioiild not take up 
something of this kind. What a treat such a liook 
would Ih'! Then a I'ompaniou vidiime alsuit the 
Knglisii horses — that. too. would be another one, and 
perhaps even a greater still. For there is a cer- 
tain degree of pict uresiiueness. a ricliness and 

raciness of flavor, alsiut Knglish racing tliat our 

own lacks. Tin- pla.v of color is richer, tlie niise 

ell scene more attractive and varied, tlie human 
personalities appearing in tlie drama more sharply 
differentiated and sketchable. 

AMERICAN VS. ENGLISH WINNERS. 

-\s a gtaid .\merican 1 must go on record as 
lielieving that tlie la-st .\mericaii hoi‘s«-s have la-en 
and are just as gisui as tlie la'st Knglish. Patriotism 
coniiHds this— liiit as the iiiiestion can never lie 
settled except academicall.v. deliate of it is fruit- 
less. lint in comparatively studying the two tallies 
alluded to. 1 liave la-eii struck liy one tiling — namely, 
tlie immense amount of work that the .\nieri<*an 
horsi's have accomplished in contrast to tlic Kiiglisli. 
Take, for instance, tlie ten leading horses of eacti 
country. Mere are tlieir contrasted records in 
coi.ilcnsed form:

COMPARATIVE FIGURES OF RACING. 

Tlie moral of it all is, of cs iirse, that English 
stakes and piirsi»s are larger than .Vniericaii. but 
aside from this otivioiis fact tliere are other features 
wortli mention. The sliowitigs made b.v S.vsonli.v and 
foliii. who rank second and third in tlie American 

talile, iiml wliich each raced lull fifteen all 

tolil. indieate tliat it is md a mailer of necessity 
for an .\nicrican iiorsi* to start, on tlu* a'i*rage, 
sixty four times and tlu* English liiit twenl.v tor 
lit.it I,. Ik* more exact l to win a place among the ten 
leading nioiiev -earners. No--the real moral of tin* 
two tallies is'the fad Miat Imrse for liorsi' tlie Eiig- 
.lish winners have sliown more "class” than tlie 
American. The percentage of victories is mitcli 
higlier they won l.'.l races in lim starts, whereas 
the Aiimriciins won lull dUK out of 114-. 

Taking tlie two lists, as ap|M*aring in the Manual,

Recent Bills in Congress. 

Here is the opinion of Mr. V. Sanders of Tlie 
Times of lauiisville. K.V., alMiiit tlie Sims-Sterling 
bill now before Congress; 

"The vicious measures intriHluced in the national 
Congress b.v ICepreseiifative Sims and Senator Ster- 
ling for the prevention of the dissemination of 
betting odds on s|Kirting events, especially races, 
strikes at tlie very r<K»t of freedom of tlie press 
and starts an initiative of depriving tlie press of 
its constitutional prerogatives. Slioiild the measure 
Is* passed, how long would it be that tlie s|)orting 
pages of new‘spapers would b<* a tiling of tlie pasi ‘; 

"Willi tlie .\nierican piililic deprived of wagering 
on its favorite siairt, liow short a time would it take 
to corrupt tlie great national game of baseball'; 
.Vlready tliere liave tieen thousamls of dollars 
clianged liands on tlie outcome of baseliall games. 
Cnder this bill it would be illegal to ipiote odds 
on ilie different teams engaged in tlie world series. 
Willi no piililished odds on races or otlier sporting 
events simrt it.self and sporting pages would carr.v 
alnuit as miicli interest as a cop.v of the Congres- 
sional Itecord. 

“It would la* illegal for a newspa|H*r to print 
the odds against the Epsom Derby winner or ati.v 
otlier iiileniational siKirting event. It would tie 
illegal for a newspaper to print an advertisement 
of an.v l)ig race meeting or lioxing contest. 

vicious law like tills would tend to effemi- 
nate all lines of s|Mirt and make mollyisMldles out 
of tile coming generations. It w‘ould destroy the 
incentive of breeders in llieir endeavor to imiirove 
tiie lireed of iiorses. 

"Siicli a law would tend further to tear down the 
rights of States and centralize government. It 
would give the government imwers It has never be- 
fore exercised. Carried far enongli it would prevent 
tlie telegrapiiic transmission of stock (luotalloiis. 
It is purely class legislation and ainieil at persons 
w-liose V(H-ations are Just as legitimate as the stock- 
broker. 

"Xo state law has ever been upheld on the same 
lines as this measure. The fight against tlie. ticker 
service lias met reversal after reversal in several 
stale courts. (‘luincellors in deciding these cases 
always referred to tlie iinconstitutionHllt.v of these 
actions on the grounds that tliey did not strike at 
the fountainhead of tlie alleged evils. One judge 
in tlirowiiig a case out of tlie court suggested tlie 
remed.v to close operations on tlie stock excliiinges. 

“The aiitliors of the law xvuiild strike at the 
sport throiigli tlie national government, knowing 
full well it could not Is* done in the states where 
racing is legally conducted. It is a stall i:i tlie 
dark at the sport of racing, and tlie liackcrs of 
the measure are using iiiidcrliand metliiHls to destroy 
the s|Hirt. 

".V figlit for news and newspapers is on. Tlie 
time is not far distant, if tin* tyi>e of lawmakers 
siipiairting such legislation have tiieir wa.v. until 
one of them will liave till* foll.v of ‘reform’ so fiill.v 
witliin liini as to ask for legislation forcing men 
and women to adopt a certain creed or to go to a 
named place of worship. Such legislation is onl.v 
delayed l>y lack of present reform organizations 
in its favor and tlie iiecessar.v clubs of influence 
whicli modern ‘reformers’ swing.” 

G. R. BRYSON SUSPENDED AT HAVANA 

1I,\V.\\.\. t’lilin. February it. — The following rul- 
ing liy till* stewards of the (’iiba-.\mcrican ,IiH-ke.v 
and Auto Clul» was handed down yesterday: "For 

failure to pay the fine imposed b.v tlie .IiM*key (‘lull 
oil ,\pril 7. litlii. for comliict considered detrimoiilal 
to tlie ls*st interests of racing, ami sub.sei|UHntl.v 
making statements reflecting on the integrity of 
the management. (!. It. Hrysoit was sns|>ended from 
all privileges of tlie (‘iitia-.Ainerican Jockey and 
.\iito t‘liil) and tlie entry of all horses owned and 
controlled or trained b.v liiiii refiis«*d in tlie future. 
Tlie said C. It. Bryson was on Oeceintwr 1, Utlit, 
cited to ap|H*ar liefore tlie stewards on or before 
Feliriiary 1. in order to show cause why he 

should not be suspended. Tliis action was taken in 
coii'ispience of his refusal to appear.” 

E. t‘. Criffitli. who admits tliat he in his in- 
siiisirdinalioii counseled Br.vson, was also cited to 
appear. Tliis he failed to do and also was siis- 

|M-nded from privileges of tlie t’liba-.Vmerican Jockey 
and Auto riiili for practices detrimental to the liest 
interest of the turf. f. I*. Burke was suspendeil 
from privileges of tlie club for fraud.

The I'uited States government has agreed to pay 
the breeding bureau of tlu* J<K*k*‘.v (‘lull XgtHl eacli 
for .vearlings. ‘I'liis is .'SI.') more tliaii it pays for 
matured iiorses. Tliese yearlings are piircliased 
from tile farmers in tin* sta‘e tliroilgli the bre<*ding 
liiircnu. 



eiit .Vmerican horses, eacli of wliich has won ?::«l.(tSL’ 
or more; and different English luirses tliat have 
eacli Mon ?:t(l..‘i47 or more. It will therefore lie 
seen tlial. laken "li.v and large,” there is little 
difference in tlu* two coiihtries so far as isissibili- 
ties of liig M’innings go. But when we anal.vze 
tile iiumlicr of starts made here and aliroaii. ue 
fiui differences as vast tliroiiglHUit as tliosi* indicated 
in the analysis of tlu* ten leaders alMive ipioted. 
‘I'liere are lio f(*wcr than ttventy- three of the big 
.\nierican Minners that liave started over Itai times 
eacli; Mliih* tliere is no single English winner that 
lias i*vi*r starteil mon* tliaii fifty-tliree times. In 
fact, of tlu* entire i:i.-| Englisli horses but seventeen 
ever raced to exceed tMcnty - five times; while of the 
l:;.-| .\mericnn Iiorses liiit thirty -six raied less than 
twenty -five times. Yet on dissecting the .\niericiiii 
list we iisccrtain the signirieant fact that sixteen 
different horses have gained places in it tliat started 
fifteen times or less, while six raced less tlian ten 
times. 

Weighing all these "facts and figures.” tlie con- 
clusion seems irresislilili* tliat the best Englisli 
iiorses. on tlu* average, have liisplayed liiglier class 

i. c.. greater aliillly to win eonsislently — than have 
tlu* .Vniericaii. Tliis. however, does not iiecessaril.v 
mean tliat tlie .Vmerican luii-ses liave lieen iiilrin- 
sically inferior. For my own part I believe niucli 
of it to Ih* due to tile inability of tlie average 
.Vmericaii owtier and trniiu*r to "wait and Min.” 
Given a giaxl liorse. tlu* |H*nctiaiit for “sweating him 
for till* brass” wlienever opfiorttinity offers is ttsi 
M-idespreud; and In tills wa.v many a Idg win is 
frittered away in making a small une. 



Preparation for Racing. 

Xot long ago otir Xewmarket correspondent quoted 
from an old autliority various observations as to 
the training of Iiorses, and among tliem was advice 
tliat the bit sliould be riil>lH*d witli ale before lu*iiig 
put in tlie horse’s moiitli. Tliis. however, is as notli- 
ing to what I find in "Tlie (‘lassical Furrier,” b.v 
William Merrick Farrier, 17S9; for instanw*, the 
folloMing statements: 

"To prepare liini (the horse) for .*i race give him 
neitlier liii.v nor oats, but bread made of liiilf barle.v 
and half beans, baked in largi* and thick cukes; 
let tliem lie ratlier stale tlian nexv; tliree imiiiiuIs at 
niHin and tliree luiiinds at night is siifMcient in 
tM‘ent.v-fonr lionrs. Instead of lia.v give him wheat- 
sheaves iintlirasiied. witli tlu* ears upon tliem. 
on tlie fiftli da.v. after he lias stiuxl tliree luiiirs on 
tlu* bridle, take a pound of fresh butter liefore it 
is* M'lished or salted, and mixing M-ilh it tM'ent.v- five 
or tliirt.v cloves of liriiised garlic make your horse 
sM-alloM- it ill balls as big as large walnuts, with 
a quart of wliite Mine, keeping liini afterward with 
his head tied up in tlu* bridle prett.v liigli for 
three lioiirs; tlieii fei*d liim as liefore on bread and 
M'lieiit -slieaves, but modenitel.v of tin* last. Iwcaiise 
.voii are not to fatten him. . ('outiniie to 

exercise him every da.v, giving liiin every fifth 
day his pound of lull ter made ii|i u'itli garlic into 
lialls.” 

Many further instnu-tions folloM", imt this one, 
at an.v rate, i.i M-ortli quoting: 

"Two niglits lu'fore the mateli he slionld be put 
in the innzzie all niglit, and aluiut tMO in the morn- 
ing give him tlirei* pints of sack, wherein tM-enty 
or twenty-five iieM’-laid eggs are lieateii. Then 
tie him up to tlu* rack for two lioiirs, after wliicli 
put liini to a gentle gallop, tlien to a full speed 
as long as his wind xvil! allow it.” 

Tlie unfortunate horse m‘iis (*ventiiall.v to in* given 
water, "but it must now lie as hot as he <*an 
drink it.” — luissibl.v tbit difficulty of digesting so 
ns ny eggs might render this precaiitiuii a tiise 
one; but as to eggs, he was not yet finished M'ith 
them. 

"On the day of the niatcli give him ids former 
qiiiintit.v of sack and .volks of eggs well lu*atcn 
together tM*o hours liefore he is to run. and he must 
Im* lied up to the rack six liours lu'fore yon give 
him Ids sack, and on that da.v and tlu* preceding 
lie is to eat Imt lialf Ids alloM'ance of bread at eacli 
meal, and but lialf the Miieat-slieaves .vou were 
acciistoiiicd to give him. . . The rider must 

lean a litth* forMiird to prevent tlu* xvind taking 
too niucli hold upon his lauly .... and lie is 
to spur near tlu* flank Mitli little strokes, because 
strong ami great strokes rather hinder tlian aiig- 
nieiit ids speed.” — "Vigilant” in Isiiulon Siiortsman. 

URGE DEFEAT OF STERLING-SIMS BILL 

W.VSHIXGTOX. I>. (’.. Feliruary 9.— Uesoliilioiis 
opiKisiiig the cn.ictmeiit tiy t’ongress of the bill intro- 
r.i'ced in till* Senate li.v Senator Sterling. Soiitli Da- 
kota. and in tlu* House b.v Kepres<*iilative Sims. 
Trnnessee, to prevent tlie internatioiial or interstate 
trai.smission of bets and b;*ttiiig odds on liorse races 
aiul otlier contists. Mere passed li.v the Board of 
Directors of Hu* .Vmerican ltf*nioiint .VssiM-iation at a 
jiiei>ting liere Thursday. In pa.ssing tliis resolution 
till American Iteniouut .Vssociation declared that 
Hu Sims and Sterling hills xvere aimed at “tlu* very 
destruction of the racing of horses, wliich practi- 
call.v Mould destroy tlu* breeding of tliorongldired 
stallions, recognized b.v military aiitliorities in 
America and European countries as essential for 
the improvement of the bn*eding of horses for army 
piirpos«*s.” 

"Tlu* racing of horses,” says Hie resolution, "has 
been tlu* medium for ct*nturies for determining 
the stamina of aidmals. and it is from tlie d>*- 
scendants of animals tested in contests on the 
track that our lu*st horses have sprung. In tlu* 
event of the passage of this measure, there would 
In* a falling off in Hie priHliiction of thoriHighlireds, 
M'hicli in turn M'oiild deprive tlie ridted States 
a.ni.v of siiiiiilile stallions for servii*e iu production 
of siiitaiile mounts.” 

Tlu* Board of Directors of the .Vmerican Iteniouut 
.VssiH-ial ion also indorsed the proposed appropriation 
of je.'iO.OOO for the furtlierance of the breeding of 
horses under the jurisdiction of the -Vrmy Itcinoiint 
S«*rvice.
